Anlioch. We have not as yet been able

been favorable' and also because these 
(turveys are being made by a few of 
our experienced rngineera. 

We appreciate the importance of the 
road to which your refer and you may 
be sure it will be given consideration In 
our early con^trnction program of the 
bond isaueprogram. It is not likely» 
however, that we will get to it this 
season, as we e.Kpect to place under 
contract about 600 miles of the federal 
aid roada, and in addition approximately

year.

' Paris, May 2*1.— "Those who will 
sign this treaty will sfgn the death 
sentence of millions of Gerniun men, 
women nnd diildren," declared Count 
von Brockdorir-Uantznu, liead of the 
German peace delegation. In the for- 
mal protest to the ftUleij against the 
economic conditions of the peace 
treaty, which was rejected In another 
communication forwarded by the al- 
lies. 

"A rnsh assertion," was Premier Cle- 
menccau's reply on behalf of the rillles 
to the drfimntlc dcclorotion by Count 
BroclcdnrfE-UanlKUU. 

Premier Clemenceau reminded the 
Germans that they might well bear 
larger loss of life as a result of the 
war, since they started It. He denied, 
however, that the economic rcstric: 
tions Imposed on Germany would mean 
her death, pointing tcr Great Britain as 
u nation which Imports at least half 
her food' supplies nnd most of her raw 
matorlnls from abroad.

DRASTIC DRY BILLS 

MEASURES FOR ENFORCING PRO- 
HIBITION IN SENATE. 



One Forbids Drinking In Automoblleo 

and Airplanes— Search Warrants 

Are Prohibited. 



Washington. May 20.— Bills for en- 
forcing war-time and constitutional 
prohll>llIoii were Introduced by Sena- 
tors Sheppnrd (Dciu.) of Texas and 
.Tones (Itep.) of Washln^on. Sena- 
tor S?ieppnrd's measure follows tho 
llneg of one Ihat failed In tho last 
congress, but Senator Jones' bill would 
apply to all "olcohollc liquor contain- 
ing one-half of i per cent of alcohol 
by volume.'! 

In the . Slioppard bill liquor Is de- 
fined as Including "any distilled, 
malt, spirituous, vinous, fermented or 
alcoholic liquor and all alcoholic li- 
quids and compounds wliether medi- 
cated, proprietary," patented or not" 

For tlio purpose of enforcing pro- 
hibition the secretary of the treasury 
would be authorized to, appoint a pro- 
hlblthm commissioner and various as- 
slsluuts. ^ . . 

refsoMs who* have stored quantities 
of liquor In their own homes in prep: 
oration for the long dry spell would 
he srtfe from molestation, ns tjie act 
provides search warrants cannot bo 
Issued. , . 

CoKiilzanco of the airplane is taken 
by the bill, which prohibits trnnspoV- 
tatlon of Intoxicants by that means 
us well as by common carriers. 

Drinking of Intoxicating liquors In 
all public conveyances and In auto- 
moblJefl Would be prohibited under the 
act, which provides that In case where 
persons' are Injured or killed by 
drunken persons suits for damages 
can be brought against those who eith- 
er sold or gave that person the liquor, 
renames ranging from 5500 to 
$3,000 fine with Imprisonment of not 
less than IJO days nor more than 12 
month's would be prescribed and $B,- 
fiOO.OOO would he appropriated for tJio 
enforcement of the act during the fis- 
cal yooT- 1020, 

Measures for repeal of the war-time 
prohibition act In so far as It relates 
to wines and beer and for enforcement 
of that act ns weir as the constitution- 
al amendment also were Introduced In 

ihe senate. 

The repeal bill was offered by Sen- 
ator Phelan (Dem.J of California 
and la slmllor to tho measure Intro- 
duced in the house by , Representative 
GallWan (Dem.) of Massachusetts. 



London,. May 28.— Thousands of dis- 
charged soldiers and sailors out of em- 
ployment, armed with stones and other 
missiles, nturehed toward , the house 
of commous.. Tbcy came Into conlUct 
with the police barring the approaches, 
however, and were scattered. 

Later *the procession was reformed 
and nmrchcd toward Buckingham pal- 
ace, the royal residence, but tho dem- 
ohstrutlou broke up before It reached 
the palace. There were no further 
disorders, - ' 

. The .demonstration followed a big 
meeting held during the afternoon In 
Hyde park, where the discharged apl- 
Ulers and, sailors dcamnded work and 
a minimum wage scale. ^ 

Similar demonstrations were held 
throughout tlie country during the 
day. 

A great triple alliance of railway 
men. coal ndaers and transport work- 
ers — Including a million and a lialf 
luea— has prepared an ultimatum to 
the government and has heen defied 
by Bonar Law.* The unions demaud 
Immediate abolition of conscription, 
withdrawal of all troops fromUussla, 
immediate lifting of the blockade 
against Germany, release of all con- 
KClentlous objectors now In prlsoii and 
■ raising exemptlou from the Income tax, 
to ?1.200. 

As leader of the house of commons, 
Bonur Law has declared that the re- 
quest could not be granted and that 
tlie government Would use all powers 
of the state If au attempt was made 
to forcibly challenge Its authority. 
The executive committee of tlie triple 
alliance Is meeting to consider what 
.steps are to be taken and a call for a 
general strike within the next few 
weeks Is not Improbable. 

That the govennuent regards .the 
situation as unusually serious Is shown 
by the fact that Sir Bobert Home, 
minister of labor, has flown over to 
Paris to discuss It with Lloyd George. 
The danger Is made more real and 
immediate by the action of the nation- 
aluhlon of police, covering tho wh6lo 
of England, Ireland, Scotland and 
Woles. 

A. secret ballot, entirely without the 
knowledge of the goveniment, has 
been taken, as a result of which the 
police all over tho United Kingdom 
wfil go on strike on June 2, unless 
meanwhile tho government grunts the 
demands of the police union. The po- 
lice demand recognition of their 
union, Immediate Increase In wages— 
which are now really shamefully low 
— and relnstutcinent of certain dla- 
clmcgcd constables, 

Tho police ultimatum will be pre- 
eented" to the government on Friday. 
To make their tlireats more danger- 
ous the police union has secured a 
promise of the executive committee ol 
the great triple alliance, to/ support 
them In whatever steps they may de- 
cide to take. 

Meanwhile the rtiore radical and 
even revolutionary elements continue 
their agitation. At a large open-air 
meeting, liold Sunday afternoon in 
Trafalgar Square In tlie heart ol 
London, Tom Mnnn and Sylva Park- 
hurst openly advocated Immediate 
revolution.
